and great confusion resulted. Appli- 
cants are now getting their money 
as fast as tellers' can count it. This 
morning United States District Attor- 
ney Morrison said he received no offi- 
cial notice of any intention of prose- 
cution of officials., He said he could 
not anticipate what the proper au- 
thorities will do, and could not inves- 
tigate the action until the 
official 


notice of Ridgely and Bosworth was 
made. He said if any reputable citi- 
zen made proper representations he 
would take cognizance. 
State's At- 


torney Healy said he was not mak- 
ing an investigation on his own ac- 
rount, as he had received no com- 
plaints, Ridgely appeared at the bank 
this1 morning to complete his investi- 
gation. He says he is nearly through. 
He expects to complete it today and 
start for "Washington. 


Walsh went to the bank at ten- 


iliirty. 
He refused to talk, but ap- 


peared confident and 
smiled 
when 


asked if he feared criminal proceed- 
ings.

There is a provision in the federal 


statutes prohibiting a national bank 
from making a loan in excess ot a, 
limited amount of its resources—10 
per cent of its capital stool;—to any 
one firm or corporation.

times are interested in outside enter- 
prises that tempt them to negotiate 
loans from their own banks.

the financial horizon save to such as 
had been given knowledge to look be- 
yond. 
Sunday morning the members 


of the clearing-house committee quiet- 
ly assembled with the directors of the 
Walsh institutions, and then began a 
session at high tension that dragged 
along through the day and into the 
night. The hours spec1, away, and long 
after midnight the financiers delved 
and figured and planned, and not a 
word escaped from the room in which 
the bomb that was to startle the city 
was spluttering. 


It was past 3 o'clock Monday morn-

Madison, Wis., Dec. 39— The spe- 


cial session of the legislature just 
closed passed favorably upon 17 bills, 
which it given, the approving signa- 
ture of the" governor will-become laws. 
There were introduced in the assemb- 
ly 17 bills and seven in die senate, a 
toral of 2 
:< in both houses. 
Of the 17 


bills introduced in the assembly, elev- 
en wore passed through both houses 
and have been sent'to the governor. 
The remaining five bills fell by the 
wayside. 
Three of 
them—two 
for 


change of the form of ballot and one 
providing for "second 
choices" 
in 


primary 
elections 
and called 
the 


"Mary Ann" bill—were killed 
out- 


right in the assembly, one, the pro- 
posal to repeal the fish way law, re- 
turned to its author, Mr. Potter, its 
purpose being accomplished by anoth- 
er bill which passed both houses, and 
two—the repeal of the Dunn pocket 
ballot law and the Hagen bill to elim- 
cliarses1—were lulled by the senate. 
The purpose of the Hagen bill was 
involved in another measure. 


There were seven bills introduced 


in the senate, all -but one 
of which 


passed both houses. This was 
the 


bill of Senator Sanborn to give the 
railroad rate 
co-mmiss'ton 
power to 


make joint rates when the railroads 
fail or refuse to . make them. 
The 


purpose of. this bill was later involv- 
ed in another measure so that its 
passage was' rendered unseless. 


Two important 
joint 
resolutions 


were adopted and one was killed, but 
one of those adopted was a modifi- 
cation of the provisions of the 
one 


| killed. 
The important joint 
resolu- 


j tiou that was killed was that providing 
for a general, searching 
legislative 


committee investigation of life insur- 
ance companies, railroads, corpora- 
tions generally and political organi- 
zations and committees. 
This 
was 


adopted by the assembly but went to 
its defeat in the senate. A modifica- 
tion, however, the Sanborn resolution, 
providing for an investigation of in- 
surance companies, was adopted by 
the senate and concurred in by the 
assembly. 
The other important joint 


resolution was the providing for a 
legislative committee investigation of 
the conduct, , finances, 
management 


and administration of the state uni- 
vers'ity. 
Both the resolutions adopt- 


ed arc covered 
by 
accompanying 


bills. 


Summing up the whole work of the 


special session, it is found that the 
brief session brought positive results 
in the shape of legislation. 
Of the 


24 bills introduced only seven failed 
to be enacted as far 
as 
the 
two 


houses of .the legislature is able to 
do it. 
One of the seven was return- 


ed and two killed because their pro- 
visions wore enacted satisfactorily in 
other 
bills. 
Only 
four for the 24, 


therefore, or one bill in every six in- 
troduced were killed because the prin-- 
ciple and changes involved in them 
failed to meet the approval of a nec- 
essary number of members. 
These 


measures have to do exclusively with 
election matters. 
One was the Pot- 


ter bil Ito repeal the Dunn pocket bal- 
lot law enacted at the last regular 
session. 
This passed the assembly, 


but was killed by the senate, a. ma- 
jority of that, body being in favor of 
giving the voters a chance to suy in 
the next election whether or not they 
want the "Fourth of July" multicol- 
ored ballot scheme invented or pat- 
ented at least by Mr. Dunn. 


The "Mary Ann" bill, another to 


fall, provided lor the voting of sec- 


ond choices in primary- elections so 
as to approach more nearly to major- 
ity nominations. It was the subject 
of a large part of the governor's mes- 
sage, held the attention of the assem- 
bly in fierce debaies on the floor, was 
killed and an unsuccessful attempt 
made to resuscitate it. 
The vote 011 


its first defeat was 43 to 42. The 
other two bills ^killed were the bal- 
lot change measures. They were de- 
S'igned to satisfy the recommendations 
of the governor with respect to the 
reduction of 
the 
power 
o£ 
the 


"straight .ticket" in elections. One, 
the adaptation of the Massachusetts 
law, 
advocated 
by 
Assemblyman 


Warner, 
providing for the elimina-

In brief the provisions of the bills 


passed are as fojlows: 


Revising the capital building law. 
Revising and-strengthening the Su- 


perior grain inspection law. 


Authorizing temporary loans from 


the general fund for the maintenance 
of the state-university. 


Revising the fishway law so as to 


give the affected property owner the 
right to a hearing and appeal if the 
decisions of the fish .commission in 
respect to the requirement of fish- 
ways in dams are objected to. 


An amendment to the railroad rate 


commission law, allowing free trans- 
portation for public purposes, provid- 
ing a remedy for dangerous grade 
crossings, and giving the commission 
tlie power to compel the railroad 
companies to keep accounts of the 
business transacted in Wisconsin and 
to keep state business separate from 
interstate business in their systems 
of accounting. 


A bill to provide, the

funds for.a legislative committee in- 
vestigation of the university.
